I. FORMATION AND DEVELOPMENT OF CHARACTERISTICS. 


N the day when the writing of these few brief chapters began—recording the present condition 

and relative importance of Lancashire, together with some of the chief characteristics of the 
people who have made it—a popular and representative celebration was proceeding in Manchester, 
the industrial centre of the county. This was in celebration of the jubilee of the Free Libraries 
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Hornby Castle is a fortress of great antiquity, the site having been certainly occupied during the Roman occupation. The stronghold figured largely in English history, 
and stood a hot siege during the Civil War. Though altered, and the outer walls taken down, the present building retains much of its former strength and stateliness, and it 
remains one of the most historical and interesting buildings in Lancashire. 


Movement, which fifty years previously had been so brilliantly established in that town with the 
personal aid and presence of such men as W. M. Thackeray, Charles Dickens, Monckton Milnes, 
Sir Edward Bulwer Lytton, Charles Knight, Joseph Brotherton, John Bright, the Earl of 
Shaftesbury, and twelve other leading men more distinctly local.

Without such observation of primary conditions and 
their evolutionary development into an orderly sequence, you cannot get at the bases of character 
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nor properly realise the principles of growth. Symptoms of strength, marks of a clearly defined 
personality, an independence of spirit and method that frequently won’t be at the trouble to describe 
itself, but knows how to do and what it wants done, may be referred back to the stern difficulties 
that early settlers in the rich and rough parts of the country afterwards known as Lancashire, had 
to face and overcome.

Il. SOME RELATIVE GLIMPSES OF EARLY HISTORY. 


Following on the line that no stage or period in the history of a place or people, any more than 
in that of an individual, is entirely unrelated to the next in the order of succession, we will give a 
few snap-shot glimpses of early history such as it may be serviceable to bear in mind or occasionally 
refer to when we are taking our part in the activity and energy which, with an always interesting 
variety, characterises in some definite way every division of the county ; or when in more meditative 
mood and greater seclusion, or under more tender and sympathetic conditions, we wander along its 
lovely vales, by its picturesque rivers and streams, through its ever-recurring clusters of trees that

instinct for land cultivation or getting beneath the surface, or for the material improvement of 
their condition and surroundings even on the most selfish lines. History is brief with regard to 


these people. Ptolemy 
speaks of them (A.D. 140) ; 
but he believed that the 
earth was the fixed centre 
of the universe, and that 
the sun, moon and stars 
went roundit. There was 
probably 4000 years of 


earlier history than this, 
but it is hidden within 
the hills and beneath the 
plains, geological strata 
being the only index. One 
interesting point estab- 
lished by this evidence is 
that the land level was in 
these early times very 
different from the present.

At the battle of Hastings (1066) all serious 
The Bishops in London were 
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submissive, but the citizens were not enthusiastic, so he burned Southwark. A deputation 
offered him the crown, but one of the English annalists said: ‘‘ They bowed to him for 
need.” Yet he was crowned at Westminster with many favourable demonstrations, and 
showed a constant desire for approval, not altering laws or customs, confirming many old 
privileges—but he could not speak English and coald not learn it. Everything soon appeared 
to be so settled and satisfactory that King William in full confidence arranged a visit to 
Normandy, leaving his brother, Bishop Odo, in charge. During his absence this Odo, following the 
strange instinct of deputed authority, did by tyrannous conduct all that was necessary to revive the 
spirit of revolt, rendered inactive only by expediency, and which after the King’s return came to a 
sudden head once again with the new invasion of the Danes to try conclusions for possession. 
Many people fled the country, and those who remained were divided. It was at this time that 
William gained his title The Conqueror; after one serious reverse which cost him 3000 Norman 
soldiers, he swore ‘‘by the splendour of God” to avenge himself on Northumbria. This is the 
period described by Carlyle in the passage already quoted, when Lancashire was part of the country

laid waste. The land stretching from York to the Tees was “‘ ravaged by fire and sword. Harvest, 
cattle, and the very implements of husbandry were so mercilessly destroyed that the famine which 
followed is said to have swept off 100,000 victims”; and fifty years later the country for sixty miles 
north of York was comparatively bare and deserted. By 1071 England was entirely and unreservedly 
in the hands of William the Conqueror, who soon proceeded to divide it wp amongst his most trusted 
Norman barons who *‘came over’ with him. This brings us to the time when what may be called the 
reconstruction of England began. The country became in a sense consolidated, little kingdoms 
ceased and so did the periodical variations between paganism and Christianity. Professor Freeman 
sums up the position in a few words which carry the authority of one of our chief historians: ‘‘ No 
one ever was able to drive him out, and the crown of England has ever since been held by his 
descendants. Though it is a very great mistake to think that he tried to root out the old laws and 
language of England, yet very great changes followed after his coming in. It was not merely because 


the King himself 
was a stranger, 
but because he 
found means step 
by step to give 
all the greatest 
offices in the 
country to Nor- 
mans and other 
strangers, and 
even to take 


away the lands 
ot all the chief 
men of England 
and to give 
them to these 
strangers.

IV. RECONSTRUCTION: LANCASHIRE’S MIDDLE PERIOD. 
Our concern with this period of reconstruction may be more neaily confined to Lancashire and 
the definition by degrees of her special industrial features. Having given a sufficiently close 
summary of the 


confusion of cir- 
cumstances and the 
many agonies that 
preceded even the 
rough beginnings 
of orderly arrange- 
ment, we shall now 
move more rapidly 
over the centuries 
of new growth, 
dwelling only on the 
periods, often far 
between, that mark 
definite advance.

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often by men who seem to have no ground of right to interfere, and who appear to be entirely 
out of sympathy with the actual needs of the occasion or place. It matters not who the 
man is, or where he comes from, if he fits the time and is endowed with the power to grasp the 
position, he has to go through with the work. That King William was the right man for the moment 
we must accept because he did the work, shirked no example of personal risk and hardship, was 
brave beyond a whisper of doubt, established a system which none could cancel, and laid a founda- 
tion not only firm enough to hold its own but to support all improvements as they presented them- 
selves. This illustrates the antiquity of national interdependence; Britons possessed much raw 
bravery and pioneer strength, but the organising brain was not born on the premises, indeed brain 
cultivation in the early times was no more advanced than agriculture. The ways and means of 
getting about the country were pointed out and constructed by the Romans ; the first principles of 
the division of labour and sub-division of authority came over with the Conqueror, were implanted 
by him and developed by his nominees.

When he came, the population of Lancashire was scanty and widely distributed, forest clearances 
were not progressing, the old Roman roads remained the only means of communication inland, 
and the occasional settlements consisted of a few primitive wooden buildings and huts made of clay, 
and the most handy natural growths, grouped round the fortified residences of the Thanes in control. 
These so-called settlers were a mixed quantity, and represented the residue of the competitors 
at various times for possession of the country—Angles, Saxons, Danes, Scandinavians and Normans. 
As brothers more or less in misfortune—and no fortune—they appear to have regarded themselves 
and accepted each other as being in some sense united as “‘ descendants of ancient British families,” 
to the manner born; and the germs of toleration were evident in their undisturbed observance of 
different religious rites, although Christianity was referred to as “the general accepted faith,’’—a 


passive form of description, meaning probably much the same as it does now. ‘‘ For all this,’’ we 
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are told, ‘“*much had been 
accomplished by time and 
experience to prepare the 
mind of the people to 
accept the tenet that 
union is strength, and 
that only by an undivided 
kingdom could come 
peace, wealth and _pros- 
perity.” 

The preparations for 
and the able accomplish- 
ment of Domesday Book 
is in itself sufficient to 
justify the opinion that 
the Conqueror was the 
right man for the moment. 
However selfish the under- 
lying motives may be 
shown to have been, in 
it we have the firs 
attempt to formulate a 
systematic idea of what 
the country consisted of, 
what possibilities it offered, what was being done to realise them, and how it could best be sub- 
divided and controlled. This was the first official survey. It was the birthday book of rateable 

values. It opened up a 


clear line of action and 
progress as direct as a 
Roman road ; and in the 
simple working out of 
the purpose proclaimed 
for it, it revealed at once 
the sources and limits of 
wealth from that of 
the King downwards. 
Whether the definition 
has any derivative value 
or not, it will at any rate 
help to fix the intention 
in the memory to refer 
to it as the first. day- 
book of the kingdoms— 
the Domes Day-book. 
Whatever may have

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After the period of desolation and numbness, Lancaster certainly became the centre from 
whence the re-vitalising gradually proceeded, as the name of the county testifies. This town on 
the River Lune was known to the Romans as Alaunam, to the Saxons as Loncaster, and the country 
round about as Loncasterscyre, condensed later into the convenient abbreviation Lancashire. 
William the Conqueror gave the whole of the land between the Ribble and the Mersey, together with 
a considerable portion of North Lancashire, including Lancaster, to Roger de Poictou, in return 
for military services rendered; but he did not hold them long, as, falling into disfavour through 
defection from the King’s cause, they were forfeited to the Crown. His adhesion was probably 
never absolutely sincere, and it is difficult to say whose was ; even the King’s brother, Bishop Odo, 
tried to stir up rebellion, and was arrested by the King himself, because the civil authorities were 
afraid to do so on account of his “sacred office.” ‘I arrest,’’ said the King laughing, “not the 
Bishop, but the Earl of Kent,” and he died a prisoner. He had accepted both his title and his 
property from the King, and then played false. William died in 1087.

The old Hall at Ince-Blundell was built about 1360, 200 yards to the south of the present Residence. The so-called Malt-house, 
which alone remains, recalls the French and Flemish chateaux of the same period, with its thin, almost tile-like bricks, lofty high 
pitched roof aud cyclopean stone architraves. The present Italian villa was built early in Queen Anne's reign, and the pantheon, 
which is an exact mocel of the Pantheon of Rome, was added by the collector, Henry Blundell, about 1780, in order to display 
to advantage his sculptures, which form the largest private collection of antiques in the Kingdom. 


Lancaster was made a Borough in 1199 (the year of King John’s accession, 1199-1216), and 
onwards through the 13th century great progress, both in population and general-importance was 
reported jn regard to all the neighbouring towns which now form the chief part of Lancashire. 
Preston, a little earlier, had been made a free borough by Richard I. ; this was confirmed by John, 
and a further right granted to hold an eight days’ fair. The right to hold a fair in Clitheroe was 
granted by John in 1205; in 1207 he extended to Liverpool the liberties and customs permitted 
to sea-coast free boroughs, and in 1227 Henry III. gave further Charters to Liverpool and Preston. 
Before the end of the 13th century, the monks of Furness were authorised to hold an annual fair 
at Dalton ; Rochdale received a Royal Charter for a market and fair; Wigan and Kirkham were 
made free boroughs, with right to hold a guild, market and fair ; Warrington, Ormskirk, Bolton-le- 
Moors, and Burnley also obtained full market rights. 

Roger de Poictou had restored to him the Honour of Lancaster by William Rufus (1087-1100), 
but he was finally banished in the second year of Henry I. (1100-1135), and his lands retained by 
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royalty until they were 
granted by Stephen 
(1135-1154) to the Earl 
of Chester. In this family 
they remained until it 
became extinct in the 
reign of Henry III. (1216- 
1273). In- 1223 Earl 
errers (Earl of. Derby) 
was appointed ‘‘ Governor 
of the Castle, and Honour 
oi) Lancaster.’

(1307-1327) he headed a combination of nobles against a foreign favourite named 
Piers Gaveston, whom the King had established near him, made Earl of Cornwall, and 
head of the administration. As he was not withdrawn, he was seized and beheaded. The 
unpopularity of Gaveston had been so general and was so completely justified by his own offensive- 
ness, that even the King perceived the proper line to take and forgave these semi-righteous rebels, 
but immediately afterwards re-asserted his imbecility by installing another outsider, Hugh le 
Despenser (or Spenser), accompanied by his father. The nobles again rebelled, but owing to either 
a too great haste or treachery, or both, they were overcome by the King’s forces. The end of it 
was that a number of them were executed, beginning with Thomas, Earl of Lancaster, who was 
beheaded March 22nd, 1322. It was said that feeling himself overmatched, he had sent to Lanca- 
shire for reinforcements, and that the request was promptly and popularly complied with ; but 
these were wilfully misled to the King’s position by a guide, who owed his promotion from obscurity

entirely to the generosity of the Earl. The charge has never been absolutely proved, but the man 
was tracked by the people, found in hiding at Henley-on-Thames and beheaded, and his head sent 
to the Earl’s successor. The memory of Thomas was held in reverential regard for many years, 
and crowds continued to worship at his shrine in St. Paul’s. There is preserved with the records of 
Pontefract, a most valuable historical relic, entitled, ‘‘ A household book of Thomas, Earl of 
Lancaster, in the year 1313,” in which is given the Earl’s domestic expenditure for the year, 
amounting to £7359 13s. ojd., all the details being set out. This is equal to a present expenditure 
of about £22,000, and the lavishness of this outlay is still further shown by the maximum prices 
of provisions established by law at that time, which included the following: “The best grass-fed 
ox alive, 16s. ; the best grain-fed ox, £1 4s. od. ; the best cow alive and fat, 12s.; the best hog of 
two years old, 3s. 4d. ; the best shorn mutton, Is. 2d. ; the best goose, three pence ; the best capon, 
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two pence halfpenny ; the best hens, three halfpence ; the best chickens, two for three halfpence ;

the best young pigeons, three for one penny; twenty eggs for one penny.” This maximum scale,

“to keep a strict guard on the sea coasts of Lancashire.” When King John of France was taken 

prisoner by Edward the Black Prince in 1357. he became the captive guest of the Duke of Lancaster 
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at his London palace of The Savoy. The last years of the Duke’s life were reposeful, and occupied 
in the completion of many pious works. He died March 24th, 1361. The following is quoted 
by Baines in his ‘“ History of 
Lancashire ” :— 

“« By a deed ‘dated 2nd January, 
1361) he gave to the monks of Whalley 
and to their successors two cottages, 
seven acres of land, 183 acres of 
pasture, 200 acres of wood called 
Ramsgrove, all lying in the Chase of 
Blackburn ; likewise two messuages, 
126 acres of land, twenty-six acres of 
meadow, and 130 acres of pasture

the Chancellor and High Treasurer. In 1384 an Irish friar charged the Duke with plotting against 
the King’s life, with a view to usurping the crown. His loyalty, however, was established beyond 
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doubt, and the friar was strangled by a Lancashire knight. Subsequently the King, influenced 
by evil counsels, resolved upon the death of Lancaster; but he was warned in time by one who 
was admitted to the plot, and 
retired to his castle at Pontefract, 
until by the mediation of “ The 
fair Maid of Kent,” the King’s 
mother, a complete reconciliation 
‘was effected. He died February 
3rd, 1399, regretted mainly by 
personal friends. His death was 
hastened by the deep sorrow 
caused by the political and unjust 
banishment of his son owing to a 
quarrel with the Duke of Norfolk. 
But this son, Henry of Boling- 
broke, who was now really Duke 
of Lancaster, returned to claim 
his inheritance in full, and was 


quickly avenged. With the aid

Richard II., was deposed, and by vote of Parliament, and the will of the people, he was elected to 
the throne as Henry IV. (1399-1413). He at once asked his Parliament for an Act enabling him and 
his son after him to hold also the title, the duchy, and the lordship of the County Palatine of 
Lancashire. Henry V. (1413-1422) confirmed the arrangement ; it continued during Henry VI.’s 
period, who was only nine years old when his father died, and Edward IV. (1461-1484), who was 
not of the House of Lancaster, 
decided that so rich a prize should 
for the future belong to the 
reigning Sovereign, and so it has 
remained ever since. This may 
fittingly close our much com- 
pressed story of Lancashire’s 
middle period.

Knights were allowed four 
shillings a day and burgesses two shillings during 
their absence on Parliamentary duty, but this 
would scarcely cover out of pocket expenses, 
and offered no recompense for the dangers and 
difficulties of travelling. Lancaster and Preston 
were represented until 1331, but sent no more 
until 1529, the twenty-first year of Henry VIII. 
Liverpool and Wigan withdrew in 1307, and did 
not resume until 1547. Between these dates 
the Sheriff reported that there “ was no city or 
burgh from which any citizen or burgess can be 
sent by reason of their low condition and 
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poverty.” This sadly indicates how ruthlessly the twin demons war and plague had overcast and 
blighted the clear promise of commercial and social growth which was visible at the beginning of 
the 14th century, and which it took until the 16th to recover from. 

The main features and 
incidents of the now 
more rapid “industrial 
advance of Lancashire 
will be noted as we pass 
through some representa- 
tive towns which have 
been created by their 
special fitness for the 
development of the 
several phases of it; so 
we may devote the 
remainder of this chapter 
to a summary of the 
present condition of the 
county, comparative to 
some extent, adding a 
few words about the 
Duchy. 

Lancashire occupies a north-western position, and is bounded on the north by Westmoreland, 
the south by Cheshire and the estuary of the Mersey, the east by Yorkshire, and the west by the Irish 
Sea.

Thus a very choice portion 
of the English Lake District is in Lancashire, including Windermere, Coniston Water and Esthwaite 
Water. The total length is seventy-six miles ; its point of greatest breadth is across the southern 
and industrial portion,

on the west coast, to a

Edge, on the east, about 
forty - three miles. It 
narrows down to ten miles 
at the north. The circum- 
ference is 240 miles. The 
area was 1,219,221 acres, 
or 1905 square miles, but 
part of Todmorden has 
been added to _ the 
West Riding of Yorkshire 
with about 7100 acres. 
According to the official 
census returns for IgoI 
the exact present area is 
1,203,365 statute acres, 
with a population of 4,406,409, or 2280 persons to the square mile. This includes 28,603 foreigners, 
56,746 Scots, and 145,301 Irish. The population one hundred years ago was 673,486; thus it has 
increased to nearly seven times the number within the century.

The School of Piety and Industry at Staveley-in-Cartmel was founded by Mrs. Dixon, of Fell Moot, near Newby Bridge, in 1800, to provide proper 
teaching for girls, especially in needlework, which was not taught at.the village school. The regulations made by Mrs. Dixon for the scholars were 
punctilious. She provided a dress of green stuff and a tippet of white muslin, and a green and white straw bonnet cf the coalscuttle shape, which the girls 
donned at the School on Sunday morning at 8.30; after school they went to church at 10.30, and returned to school to get their dinner; then followed 
afternoon school and service, after which they deposited their uniform at the School, If a girl was convicted of lying she had a red tongue pinned upon 
her breast and sat in a corner of the School with this text over her head, ‘‘ Lying lips are an abomination to the Lord.”

In 1522, an Act of Parliament 
was passed to regulate the “true 
making” and measuring and 
weighing of woollen cloth, and 
Manchester, Lancashire and Cheshire cottons. The Flemish weavers gladly settled down, especially 
after being hustled out of their own country, and they were joined by many more of their 
countrymen in 1560. In 1586, Camden said Manchester surpassed nzighbouring towns “‘in eleganc2 
and populousness,” judging, we should say, by King Street and Spring Gardens only. In 1724, 
Dr. Stukely spoke of it as “the largest, most rich, populous and busy village,” 
incredibly large trade in fustians, tickings, girth webs and tapes, “‘looms which work twenty-four 
laces at a time,” and sixty watermills on the 
river within three miles. Still it is quite 
certain that essentials only were regarded 
at this time. All attention and effort was 
absorbed’ in the well and true laying of 
Manchester’s commercial foundation. All 
engaged in this worked together—masters, 
men and specialists. In this way the 
sources were opened up from whence ample

‘inside and out, is lighted by electricity. The equipment includes 136 cranes sixteen to forty feet 
radius, lifting from one to ten tons to a height of from thirteen to fifty-nine feet ; one thirty ton 
crane, six floating pontoons of 800 tons each capacity, thirty-two locomotives, and a pontoon 
sheer that can lift weights up to 250 tons twenty-one feet. There are thirty-four hydraulic

VII.—LANCASHIRE HEALTH RESORTS, AND SOME PEEPS AT OTHER TOWNS. 

Lancashire is undoubtedly rich in health resorts, and that description might without any 
violation be applied to many of the towns away from the coast in amongst the hills, of some of 
which we shall get glimpses in 
this concluding section of our 
run through the county. But 
we will take the places by the 
sea first in obedience to a very 
proper rule of precedence which 
they entirely justify by results.

Ordained on 
September 2oth, 1868, by the Right Rev. Alexander Goss, D.D., 
Bishop of Liverpool, in the Church of the English Martyrs, 
Preston, under the Rectorship of Rev. James Taylor ; in 1870, 
the Union Workhouse, Preston, was opened, and Canon .(then 
Father) Pyke, was appointed Chaplain, this being the first paid 
appointment as a Roman Catholic Religious Instructor 
recognised in England since the Reformation; in 1874 he 
succeeded Canon Taylor as Rector of the Church of the English 
Martyrs ; was made a Dean in 1886, and Canon of the Diocese 


of Liverpool in 1896. Canon Pyke died on November gth, 1902. 


The late Mr. James Ruddin, J.P.

Ruddin.—JAmEs Ruppin, J.P., late of 119, Mount 
Pleasant, Liverpool; son of the late Owen Ruddin; born 
June ist, 1844; educated privately. Head of the firm 
of Kuddin and Sons, wholesale provision merchants, of 
Liverpool, with branches in London, New Zealand, Sydney, 
Melbourne and Adelaide, and connections in Russia, Germany 
and France, which firm were the pioneers of the importation of 
provisions, rabbits, etc., from Australia and New Zealand, and 
frozen poultry from Canada and the United States; was for 
twenty years a member of the City Council, and was also an 
Alderman and Justice ot the Peace for the City of Liverpool ; 
member of the Watch and Health Committees ; was a member 
of Liverpool Select Vestry for eighteen years ; travelled much 
in the Colonies, and made three voyages to New Zealand. 
Married Mary, daughter of the late John Kennedy. Mr. 
Ruddin died, April 21st, 1903. 


Smith.—Joun VAL Smite, late of Chesterfield, Edge Lane, 
Liverpool; born at Chesterfield, in 1843 ; educated privately. 
Elected member of Liverpool City Council for Anfield Ward 
in goo; a member of the Housing and Markets Committees 
of same, and was elected a member of the new Educational 
Committee; member Liverpool Conservative Association. 
Married Elizabeth Mary, daughter of John Galbraith 
Ambridge, of Bishton, Staffordshire. Mr. Smith died, May 
Ist, I903.

Stead.— CHARLES STEAD, J.P., late of Red Barns, Formby, 
Lancashire ; son of the late Thomas Stead, of Wortley, Yorks ; 
born at Wortley, 1823; educated privately. Formerly 
manager and subsequently Chairman of Directors of Sir Titus 
Salt and Company; travelled extensively on the Continent, 
and visited America twenty-four times in the interests of the 
business ; was a member of the Shipley Local Board for twenty- 
seven years and seventeen years its Chairman; formerly 
Chairman of the Bradford Exchange Company, and on the 
Bradford Chamber of Commerce; also a Director of the 
Northern Counties Investment Company; an Alderman of 
the West Riding Council; Justice of the Peace for Lancashire 
and Yorkshire, and Overseer for Formby, etc., etc. Married, . 
in 1848, Mary Anne, daughter of the late William Wade, of 
Pudsey, and had issue two sons and four daughters. Mr. 
Stead died, February 3rd, 1902.
